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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board, Parents and Citizens of Hill: 

In reporting to the citizens of my native town the con- 
dition of its schools I have felt free to use such frankness 
of expression as I have nowhere else indulged. I have 
appreciated the opportunity afforded me to work among 
my life-long friends in behalf of their children,and have 
trusted that few would fail to understand the spirit back 
of my reports and of my work. Being one of you and 
not an outsider, I did not hesitate a year ago to depict 
school-house conditions as I saw them. MayI not 
make my report at this time feeling the same assurance 
that you will believe that, however much I may err in 
judgment, I desire nothing less than the highest welfare 
of all the school children of Hill? 

THE VILLAGE SCHOOL. 

The work of this year was planned having in view the 
new building which seemed assured to us by your votes 
in town meeting and in district meeting. It seemed 
reasonable to expect to have a third teacher in the 
Village school with little delay. The Call school, of 
Franklin, was asking to be admitted, and their tuition 
money would help to pay the third teacher’s salary. 
The efficiency of the grammar school, hindered by the 
promotion of a class in the middle of last year to relieve 
the primary room, seemed to demand that there be no 
promotions for some time. 

The grammar school teacher was led to expect, when 
hired for another year, that no class would be promoted. 
The Call school it was decided to admit. A new class 
of beginners entered the primary room and a necessary 
division of oneclass gave this teacher five classes instead 
of the three of a year ago. The grammar room had 
more pupils than desks. And the building had not 
materialized. 
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The primary room, under a teacher hired with less 
strenuous conditions in view, has made progress. ‘The 
difficulties contended against are realized by no one 
fully, except, perhaps, the Superintendent. Added to 
the difficulties of classification are the same conditions 
of the school room always complained of. As the room 
contains more pupils than a year ago, air conditions are 
worse. The lighting is no better; the furnace still 
smokes; the noise overhead is as great. To the head- 
aches of preceding years has been added that heart- 
sickness caused by hope deferred. Conditions have been 
faithfully reported to you by last year’s ‘‘school-house 
committee.’’ The result of last year’s vote makes it 
evident that if the parents of school children want a new 
building this year they can have tt. You and I have ex- 
pressed our preferences as to the site of the school build- 
ing. That question, however, is for the present closed. 
As one. who ‘‘fought’’ on the losing side, I urge you, 
parents, to face the only issue that remains: During the 
coming four years, shall your children have good light 
on their books, good air in their lungs, an evenly 
heated room, and a place to play? Somebody else’s 
children will have these blessings sometime; shall yours 
enjoy them now? The School Board offers you an oppor- 
tunity to vote on that question at the coming district 
meeting. 

The grammar school, while its surroundings are most 
unattractive and its diminutive playground makes fric- 
tion with the neighbors almost unavoidable, has never- 
theless seized what opportunity it has had to become an 
object lesson of what a school should be. Miss Butler 
found the school somewhat demoralized by frequent 
changes of teachers. She came to the work here well 
fitted by experience and training, has bent all her ener- 
gies toward the school’s success, and has remained five 
terms. To-day we have a wide-awake, progressive school. 
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The pupils have caught the spirit of work and are be- 
coming self-reliant. The school need not shrink from 
comparison with other schools of its type. Small dic- 
tionaries have been supplied to each pupil. New pri- 
mary histories and a little more reading material have 
been added. Grading is becoming more exact. 


THE SMALL SCHOOLS. 


At Center and Foster schools former teachers have 
been retained and have completed their ninth and eighth 
terms, respectively. Murray Hill has had two new 
teachers this year. The Center school has suffered a 
most unfortunate decrease in numbers during Miss Kim- 
ball’s term of service there on account of removals. The 
daily faithfulness of a good teacher has not been able to 
entirely counteract the ill effects which a shrinkage from _ 
twenty-five pupils to eight naturally brings. While a 
visitor must feel a change of spirit, individuals are 
doing good work. 

While Miss Demar has taught at the Foster school the 
number of pupils has varied from four to thirteen and 
now stands at five. A school of five pupils, in several 
classes, cannot be an entirely successful one. The teacher 
has aimed, however, bya variety of methods, to stimulate 
interest. Worthy of special mentionis the work in draw- 
ing. 

At Murray Hill a most welcome improvement in read- 
ing and in thinking power has been noted. With two 
changes of teachers so recently it is most untortunate 
that we shall be unable to retain the present teacher. 
With an excellent attendance record at the beginning of 
the year, the school was closed, in the end, because of 
poor attendance, only three pupils being present a part 
of the last week. One of those three, Ivan Lund, came 
three miles from his home in Danbury, and is on the 
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roll of perfect attendance. 
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The small schools are now completely supplied with 
the new geographies, arithmetics and language books, 
which were introduced last year wherever necessary to 
replace worn-out books. New physiologies have been 
furnished to all the schools. 


THE Cost OF SCHOOLS. 

It is costing us more to maintain our schools than 
formerly. What becomes of the added appropriation? 
Putseesitenea vist etidy Or tapie BC’ “‘D,”” . con- 
tained in this report, will show that most of this increase 
has gone toward higher salaries to teachers. a longer 
school year, and more text-books. 

The district is now fairly well supplied with text- 
books. You will note that the amount expended has 
been reduced this year. Table ‘‘B’’ shows the length 
of the school year in the several schools for a term of 
years. As winter weather does not so seriously affect 
attendance at the Village school, and as the rooms there 
are oppressively warm in suminer, two weeks have been 
added this year to the length of its winter term with the 
expectation of making the spring term two weeks 
shorter than that of the country schools. The table 
shows that the interests of the pupil in the country 
school have been carefully guarded. The highcost, per 
pupil, of maintaining these schools has not been made 
an excuse for materially shortening the school year. 
This is as it should be. The experience this year at 
Murray Hill, however, and at the Center school last 
winter, seems to indicate that in schools where pupils 
come from a distance a good attendance cannot be de- 
pended on for much more than thirty weeks; and we 
must not fail to realize that with an attendance of sixty- 
six per cent the returns on our investments are about one 
. third less than they ought to be. Atthe Village, on 
the other hand, there is no reason why attendance 
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should not be good, in the grammar school at least, for 
thirty-five or thirty-six weeks. Witha better building 
the primary school can doubtless be conducted with 
profit for as many weeks as this. 

Table ‘‘C’’ shows the increase in teachers’ salaries 
since 1903. This has seemed necessary to keep or to 
secure good teachers. I trust that parents will feel that 
this has paid. Even the ‘‘pocket-book’’ argument 
favors this policy. Children should get the highest 
possible returns for the valuable time they spend in 
school. The places of Miss Demar, Miss Denning and 
Miss Huse, are now vacant. The future policy of the 
school board in this regard must be determined by the 
attitude of the voters as expressed in the next district 
meeting. How good schools are the citizens willing to 
finance? 

Unusual items of expense this year are: repairs at 
Center; printing separate school reports; a considerable 
quantity of green wood bought for the coming year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The salary paid for teaching the Village primary 
school is too smnall in view of the work demanded and 
the priceof board. Anexperiencedteacher with normal 
training and abounding health is required. Sucha 
teacher must be paid forty dollars a month at least. 
The results accomplished inthe grammar school make 
it evident to me that such a teacher should be employed 
even if at the expense of shortening the school year. 

In the event of the failure, this year, to secure a vote 
for a new building, the following suggestions should be 
considered: that all tuition pupils be refused admission; 
that more desks be placed in the grammar room,and the 
best scholars in grade IV be promoted next term; that 
the afternoon session in the winter, in the dark primary 
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room, close soon after three o’clock; that both rooms be 
supplied with running water and drinking fountains. 
As to more extensive repairs, the recommendations of 
the report of last year still apply.
